Totem Poles of the Siwash. 


“On a recent expedition to Alaska,” 
says a writer in The Strand, “we 
stopped at Alert Bay, an old Indian 
village on Vancouver !sland, and 1! 
had an excelleat opportunity of 
photographing the most complete col- 
lection of totem poles to be found 
anywhere on the Pacific coast. 

“They represent the family herald- 
ies of the Siwash or Coast Indiana, 
and every house has its own totem 
pole, consisting of figures of birds and 
animals rudely carved in wood and 
quaintly colored. The top figure re- 
presents the crest of the owner of the 
house, the one beneath it that of his 
wife, and the remaining ones that of 
his wife’s relatives. 

““As a rule there are only three cr 
four figures carved on a totem, and 
only the totems of the greatest chiefs 
have six figures carved on them. 
This custom seems to have originated 
in the transmigratory idea of the 
souls of men passing into the forma 
of birds and animals, and is interest- 
ing as showing that the Indians had 


some faint idea of a supernatural 
power. It will be remembered that

A FORGOTTEN REVOLT. 


Seventy Years Ago There 
Rebellion In Lanark. 


“Indeed,” said my mother, who 
was visiting me in the West, “your 
Riel rebellion out. here was not the 


settlers; and the first one was about 
| land, like the one out here. 

“There was a rebellion in Ontario 
when we settled there, and one that 
as far as I know, was never written 
| "Pp no> anything published about it, 

although there must be records avail- 
| able somewhere to tell about it, for 

the militia were called out and shots 
were exchanged, «und at least one 
| man was killed. 

“T was but a child, seventy or more 
| years ago, when it happened and _ all 
| I know is hearsay from my_ father, 
| who was one of the militia called out 
| as well as being in close touch with 
| the people who rebelled. They were 
called the Ballagiblans, and they had 
| been deported from Ireland for some 
unruly conduct, and were given land 
in the county of Lanark, chiefly in 

Huntley, Ramsay and Fitzroy town- 
i ships. Each was given a hundred 
acres of land, a year's provisions, 
some tools and implements and free 
| passage to Canada—whatever they 
‘had been doing in the old country 
‘the Government there was apparent- 
ly glad to get rid of them. 

“They settled on the land all right. 
but many of tham merely camped 
about and had a big time till their 
stores ran low; then they sold their 
tools and such. I remember well see. 
ing the Ballagiblan axes, saws and 
hoes in many houseg for years after 
the people were forgotten or had set- 
tle’ down like other farmers, and 
their identity had been lost. But at 
that time they made quite a name for 
themselves and quite a scare for the 
rest of the settlers, for they took the 
crazy notion that now they were far 
enough away from England they 
would have that land for themselves. 
So they raised a form of rebellion. 


“They were camped at the site 
where now is the town of Almonte. 
then called Shipman’s Mills, and 


Shipman was the leader of the mili- 
tia when they were ¢ ‘led out to put 
down the trouble. The mi.itia 
them at their camp and fired upon 
them, and at least one man, named 
| Curran, was killed. Some pacifying 
was done, by the priests I think, and 


the matter was dropped secon; most | 


of those that had caused the trouble 
went to the States—that was the first 
of the rushes te the States that 
y thoserdays-took—the peace ofthe pres. 
ent rushes to the Canadian West. 
The rush was to Cincinnati, Ohio, 
which was much talked of as a good 
place for settling. 

“The lands of those who went away 
were soon settled by others—but 
many of them were good quiet people 
and settled down when the 
left and soon all was forgotten. Bui 
for the time being it was quite a re- 
bellion and a little more hotheaded- 
ness might have made much more 
trouble.
